Coming at 
the tim e It does w ith the railroad sit­ 
uation in acute sta g e and with th e 
entire nation’s eyes focused on H ard­ 
man and R oosevelt, the possible effect 
of the letter baffles even an Intelligent 
gu ess. 
B ut of even greater consequence is 
the attitude in w hich it places P resi­ 
dent R oosevelt, who on Nov. 4, 1904, 
m ade the unequivocal declaration that 
th e charge made by Alton B. Parker 
that the trusts w ere furnishing th e 
R epublican cam paign com m ittee w ith 
funds was “atrociously false.” 
H arrim an’s letter states that the 
president had appealed directly to him 
nnd that he had raised the $'J0<*,000 
desired to sw ing th e vote of N ew 
Y'ork state Into the R epublican col­ 
um n. 
Harriman adm its w riting the 
letter. 
Senator D epew , when asked about 
the Harriman letter, said: 
“I know 
nothing about it, except the part that 1 
refers to me as a p ossible am bassador 
to France. 
It Is true that a friend 
told me that I might be appointed to 
that place, but I told him that 1 did 
not care at all for th e am bassadorship. 
T hat is all I can say about the H arri­ 
man letter." 
Cornelius N. B liss, treasurer of the 
R epublican national com m ittee, m ade 
this reply to questions; 
“ 1 have not 
seen the Harriman letter; I don t want 
to see it, and if I did see it I would 
sa y nothing about it.”

obtained in any other way. 
The R e­ 
publican 
party 
favored 
ordinances 
which w ere recen tly passed by a D em ­ 
ocratic city council over the veto of 
Mayot Dunne. 
T h ese ordinances pro­ 
vided for tw enty-year franchises for 
the st reef ear com panies, the city re­ 
taining the right to purchase the sy s­ 
tem s for $r>o,ut)0,000 pin;- the am ount 
to be s p e n t for im m ediate rehabiliu- 
tion of the lin es, six m onths notice be- 
ing necessary of the city's intention 
to acquire the property. 
The ordi­ 
nances 
aliio 
provide 
for 
universal 
transfers throughout the city, a five- 
cent fart' and 55 per cen t of the n et 
revenue of the com panies to be paid 
to the city. 
T he fight for and against 
the adoption of th ese ordinances has 
been exceedingly bitter. 
They w ere 
carried 
T uesday 
by 
a 
m ajority 
of 
about 40,000 votes. 
The vote show ed a decided reversal 
of public opinion on the question of 
m unicipal ow nership compared w ith 
the last m ayoralty cam paign two years 
ago. 
At that tim e Dunne received 
163,1*9 votes against 138,671 for John 
M. 
Harlan, 
the 
R epublican 
leader. 
The Prohibitionist tick et received 8,- 
291 
votes and 
the 
Socialist 
23,034. 
T his year the R< publican vote w as 
close to 165,000 and that of the Dem o­ 
crats close 1,1 1 ; - ecu 
] he Prohibi­ 
tion vote ran slig h tly above that of 
tw*o years ago. w h ile the Socialist vote 
fell off heavily, it 
being more than 
12,000 less than that of the last city 
election 
Tie cam paign w as one of the m ost 
bitter 
the 
city 
1ms 
ever 
known. 
Charges and 
cou n ter charges w ere 
hurled bat k and forth, the personal 
lives of th< candid ates were held up 
to the public, and throughout the en ­ 
tire cam paign sp* akers on both sid es 
indulged n igh t after night in tirades 
that 
were filled w ith invective and 
abuse. 
Mayor D unne abandoned hope w ith­ 
in 
two 
hours 
after 
the 
¡.oils 
had 
closed. 
He received the returns at 
his hom e, surrounded by his fam ily 
and a f< w friends. 
H e appeared to be 
greatly affected 
b> 
the result, and 
said; 
"It looks as though the m oney 
power has overw helm ed us. but our 
ca u se is not lost. 
M unicipal ow ner­ 
ship and governm ental ownership will 
win in the end. 
T his election h as 
m erely acted as a check. 
It. will re­ 
tard 11s for aw hile, but the m ovem ent 
w ill go 011 and w ill in the end be su c­ 
cessful." 
Mr. B usse, w ho h as for som e tim e 
been postm aster of the city, was con ­ 
fined to his hom e during the cam paign 
because of injuries received in a rail­ 
road wreck on the Pennsylvania ra il­ 
road. 
W hen the result w as beyond all 
doubt he gave out a statem ent to th e 
follow ing effect: 
"I am of course 
greatly d elighted at the success of the 
Republican ticket. 
It show s thc*peO- 
ph (if this eit> are in favor of im m e­ 
diate 
im provem ent 
of 
our

streetcar system 
and 
that they en ­ 
dorsed fully the ordinances passed by 
the city council over the veto of M ayor 
I )unuc.”

Mr. Rainey said that he would prove
